E. VV. Pettus. who succeeds James 


L. Pug-h as senator from Alabama, will 
be one of the most striking characters 
in' congress. 


His life, which covers a period of near- 


ly fourscore jcars, has bristled with 
tome of the most thrilling incidents in 
southern history. 


When the south ivas undergoing: the 


ordeal of reconstruction he vvusa-leader, 
and. by his wisdom and conservatism, 
no less than liis heroism, he averted 
rr.ucb trouble betueeu the whites and 
blacks in the little town of Selma, 
u here he Ii\ed and practiced law. He 
nas loved both by the whites and blacks, 
;ind could sway them by his eJoquenoe. 
I never knew a man who was such a 
master of men. One of the best ex- 
amples of his povi er was shown in 1869. 


Selma was then a town of 8,000 peo- 


ple, more than half of whom were ne- 
groes. In fact, the republicans, car- 
pet-baggers and negroes, controlled the 
municipal government. The town mar- 
shal was a negro, as were all the mem- 
bers of the police force. Not a month 
passed without some serious clash be- 
tween the two races, the feeling- con- 
tinually becoming more intense. Dur- 
ing these troubles Gen. I'ettus acted the 
role of peacemaker. 


During an altercation which grew out 


of these constant differences a young 
friend of the general's shot a negro, 
who died where he fell in the streets 
of Selmn. In less than five minutes
